While returns late Wednesday afternoon from the statewide fight on 
the question 
of “bone-dry” prohibition were stilt too far from complete 
to determine the result accurately, it had become more and more evident 
throughout the day that the decision would be close, with the trend of the 
ballets apparently steadily in favor of the temperance forces, 
although 
the liberals were inc'jned to dispute their claim to victory and asserted 
that Ohio would remain in the “wet” column by a small majority. 
With all but about 500 precincts out of 5,765 in the state reported 
compilations of figures at the state capital 
Wednesday 
afternoon, accord­ 


ing to International News Service reports, showed that the "drys" wou ti 
have to gam in the remaining precincts at the rate of about six each in 
order to win. but still other reports said that they had a safe margin in 
sections of the state already reported upon and th-H they would reason­ 
ably gain rather than lose in the remainder, largely rural and “dry” pre­ 
cincts scattered all over the state.

While the liquor fight almost entirely overshadowed the presidential 
suffrage battle between pros and ant»s, it was evident from early Tues­ 
day evening that the issue had been lost by a very decisive majority, al­ 
though probably not as great as that which caused the defeat of full suf­ 
frage in Ohio two years ago.

It is reported that the official cou"t may oe needed to decide the pro­ 
hibition question, so close'y are the opposing factions running.
